Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: it does not end in a period. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. It is unclear what the other methods of making the device more portable are. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
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patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,202,868 to Murray. 

Referring to claim 1 , Murray discloses a portable deer dressing and skinning device, that 
attaches to a truck or AT V trailer hitch for easy field dressing and skinning a deer at the kill site, 
including a frame/body - at 1-3, a hitch pin - see proximate 18 and 25 in figure 2, a winch - at 8, 
wire rope sheaves - at 5-6, galvanized wire - at 13, snap hooks and thimbles - at 9,15, a gambrel 

- at 19 and a lanyard - at any portion of the wire 13 as seen in figure 2. 

Referring to claim 2, Murray discloses the device is foldable, collapsible and telescoping 

- see for example figure 1 . 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,626,748 to Homer, Sr. 

Referring to claim 1, Homer, Sr. discloses a portable deer dressing and skinning device, 
that attaches to a truck or ATV for easy field dressing and skinning a deer at the kill site, 
including a frame/body - at 30-32, a hitch pin - see proximate 40-42 in figure 2, a winch - at 22, 
wire rope sheaves - at 34,54, galvanized wire - at 38, snap hooks and thimbles - at 58,59,82,80, 
a gambrel - at 78-79 and a lanyard - at 38 in figure 2. 

Referring to claim 2, Homer, Sr. discloses the device is foldable, collapsible and 
telescoping - see for example at 30 : 32 and 40-42 in figure 2.
